(1) The airfield was used by commercial. planes in 190. During World “ar II it was 
too small for utilization. The information that fae field has been abandon= 
ed is believed credible, 

(2) The statement that the field is used by planes of the Tars Airlines is 
considered credible, The same status of tre field was reported in 1943. Accord» 
ing to a Rumanian press report of 16 May 1950, improvement at the field 
was to be accelerated. The improvement was apparently not started rrior to 
April 1951. 

(3) According to available maps, the terrain is suitable for an airfield, There« 
fore, the information is believed credible, 
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(h) The airfield existed in 190. The information that it is used as en 
intermediate landing field by the Soviet Air Forea is received for the first 
time. 

(5) The report which is believed credible leads to the conclusion that, prior 
to April 1951, no Soviet air units 3 no Rumanian Air Force units, and no 
modern aircraft types were stationed in the Timisoara area. The field is 
apparently being constructed by and destined for the Soviets.
